verſity of Oxon, in June 1678, ne was re- 
commended by his Countryman, the learned 
Dr. Wallis, to St. Edmund Hall, where he had 
A great Intereſt in the Favour of the Principal, 
Mx. Penton, and was Pupil to Mr. Allam, a ce- 
lebrated Tutor, much commended by Ant. 
Maad, the Oxford Hiſtorian [ Atbenæ Ox. vol. 2.

terated by Popery, &c. But the Doctor being 
then under a legal Incapacity, (which however 
was ſoon after taken off without his Trouble 
ot Charge, by the Generoſity of the Lord 


Somers) he wore a Lay-Habit, and affected 
to be unknown, till a Fellow of a College in 


»Oxford coming over, and calling the Doctor 


by his Name, he chought chere was a Danger 
in ſtaying, and ſo he went off immediately 


to ſome more obſcure Retreat, and thence, in a 


little Time to London, as the beſt hiding Place; 
vybere, after the Death of King William, he 


had Opportunity and Encouragement to put 
himſelf 
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to dreſs up ſuch a Set of Principles as de- 
nounce eternal Damnation, and threaten tem- 
poral Deſtruction to all who are not for the 
Pretenider, and the Biſhop of Therforl. 

It is certain chat Dr. Kennett (for he had 
nov taken Hat Degree in Divinity) at his firſt 
comming to London, labouted to keep up a Friend. 
ſhip with Dr. Hicks,” and hop'd they might 
agree in the common Studies of our Englifþ 


and other Northern Antiquities. To this Pur- 


poſe, (as I have been inform'd) he ſent him 
ſome Preſents of Wine, procur' d him now 
and then ſome neceſſary Books and Papers, 
to carry on his great Work, and obtain'd for 
him ſeveral Subſcriptions to it, and did all 


he could to be a little Serviceable, and alto- 


getherVinoffenſfive to him. But he found 
that the Doctor was going into Notions and 
Mea ſures utterly inconſiſtent with their for- 
mer Freedom, and ſo by Degrees there grew 
a Coldneſs, a Diſtance, and mutual Com- 
plaints of one another, owing only to their 
very different Principles in Church and State 
Affairs; both being very much in earneſt 
with what they profeſs'd. This was ſoon 
after -umprov'd into an open Rupture; and

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himſelf at the Head of a New Church; and 
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Dr. Hicks, for one ſuppos' d Affront, after ma- 
vy Obligations, is ſaid to have fallen upon 


Dr. Kennett in the rudeſt Manner, and with 
ſome of che falſeſt Things in the World“ . 
Having thus diſtinguiſh'd himſelf in the 
Dim m been unwearied: in his En- 


mote the Death of Religion and A 
he was in the Year 1700, call'd to London, 
by a Member of Edmund: Hall, William Sal- 
held, Eſq; afterward Sergeant at Law;, and 
one of his Majeſty's Judges for Wales, being 
by him recommended to Samuel Brewſter, Eſq; 
Impropriator of St. Botolph Aldgate, who had 
legally ejected Dr. Hailingworih from that 
Cure, and at the Deſire of Mr. Sa/teld put 
in Mr. Kennett without any Sollicitation-of 
his own. At the Undertaking the Care of 
this large and populous Pariſh, he immedi- 
ately. refign'd the Vicarage of Amer/den, which 
he might have kept; as he quitted afterwards/ 
the Rectory of Shottesbrook, when he might 
have made it conſiſtent with his other Pre- 
ferment. He was here eminently ſtrict and 
faithful in the Performance of his Miniſte- 
rial Duty, which he diſcharg d to a general

mours. And now a Pamphlet came out, in-

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little concern'd for the Affairs of the Church, 


and no great Friend to it; Taxing the Arch- 
biſhop with Unſkilfulneſs in Eccleſiaſtical 
Affairs, and too much Devotion to the Court; 
repreſenting the other Biſhops as diligent 
enough to maintain their Dignity and Reve- 
nues, but ſupine and thoughtleſs about Mat- 
ters relating to the good of the Church; in ſhort, 
that they were all in a Sort of Conſpiracy to 


invade its Rights, as appears from the Diſ-uſe 


of Convocations for ſo many Years paſt ; which 
were there affirm'd to have a Right to fit in 
every Seſſions of Parliament, and to delibe- 
rate upon any Thing reſpecting Religion, 
without the King's Licence. This was fol- 
low'd ſoon after with another by Dr. Atter- 
bury, in a pompous Book, intituled, The Rights, 
Powers, and Privileges of an Engliſh Convo- 
cation, 8yo, 1700, by way of the moſt inſult- 
ing Anſwer to a late Book of Dr. Wake's, in- 
tiruled, The Authority of Chriſtian Princes 
over their Eccleſiaſtical Synods aſſerted, &c. 
Dr. Kennett was the firſt Man, who, under 
the Countenance of Archbiſhop Teniſon, ex- 
amin'd, and ſufficiently expos'd the wrong 
Bottom and falſe Colours in it, by an An- 
ſwer, intituled, Eccleſiaſtical Synods and Par-

| vindicated, from the Miſrepreſentations of Mr. 
| Atterbury, 170 1. And ſoon after he pub-

the Author of a third Treatiſe on that Sub- 
ject, namely, The Hiſtory of the Convocation | 
of the Prelates and Clergy of the Province of ;

He was ſoon after nam'd a Member of the 
Society for Propagating the Goſpel in Fo- 
reign Parts, by the Charter of King William III. 
and a Man ſo active and zealous as he was 
in every good Work, could not fail of giving 
his utmoſt Aſſiſtance to that glorious Deſign. 
Accordingly, at the Deſire of his Superiors, 
he drew up a full Account of their Proceed- 
ings to the Year 1706, under this Title, An 
Account of the Society for Propagating the 
Goſpel in Foreign Parts, eftabliſh'd by the Royal 
Charter of King William III. with their Pro- 
ceedings and Succeſs, and Hopes of continual 
Progreſs under the happy Reign of her moſt

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tinu'd and improv'd that Account by an Hi- 
ſtorical Deduction of what had been farther 
tranſacted by the ſame. Society; and eſpe- 
cially what Steps and Meaſures had been 
taken by the Society De Propaganda Fide at 
Rome, and what more Chriſtian Methods by 
Reform'd States and Princes. A Work of 
great Labour and Pains, and brought to ſome 
tolerable Perfection; but (as I am inform'd 
by a worthy Member) reſerv'd in the Wri- 
ter's Hands, becauſe the Printing of it would 
have been of greater Expence to the Corpo- 
ration, than their Circumſtances would ad- 
mit of. 


When the Doctor became firſt engag'd in 
theſe Services to the Society for Propagating 
the Goſpel, he was defir'd, as a Clergyman's 
Son, to preach the Annual Sermon before 
the Corporation for the Relief of poor Wi- 
dows and Children of Clergymen: And tho' 
he undertook this upon very ſhort Warning, 
(being not originally deſign'd to preach that 
Year, but importun'd upon the Failure of 
another Perſon) yet he perform'd this Duty 
to great Satisfaction, becauſo the Times of 
Diſtinction were then but at hand. He pub. 
liſh'd the Sermon under this Title, The Ghe- 
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ry of Children in their Fathers: A Sermon 
preach'd at the Cathedral Church of St. Paul; 
London, December 3, 1702. 4to. In which 
he propos'd ſome excellent Ways and Means 
of Benefaction to Clergymens Sons, well wor- 
thy a Review, by thoſe wha are able to make 
them effectual. | 

And the better to promote that truly 
Chriſtian Deſign, at the Deſire of his very 
charitable and publick-ſpirited Friend, Dr. 
Lynford, he intended to write An Hifterical 
Account of the Corporation for the Relief of 
poor Widows and Children of Clergymen; and 
of the ſeveral Benefactions given to it, and the 
manifold good Services done by it. And for 
this Purpoſe, he had gather'd up a great 
many Notices of Things and Perſons, pick'd 
up the ſeveral Sermons before the Sons of 
the Clergy, from the firſt by Mr. Geo. Hall, 
(afterwards Archdeacon of Canterbury, and 


- Biſhop of Cheſter) intituled, The Tribe of 


Levi, 1658, downwards ; and ſearch'd the laſt 
Wills of ſeveral Donors and Benefactors, and 
would, by Degrees, have connected the Mate- 
rials into ſome Order for the Preſs, but that 
he was unkindly us'd, and the Spirit of ſome 
new Members of that Corporation rais'd An- 


ger 
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ger and Hatred more than Affection and Cha- 
rity to the Church and Clergy. But tis 
hop'd ſome one Hand or other, will reſume that 
Work in theſe cooler and better Times. 

In a Year or two after, he gave another 
Inſtance of his innate Love and Reſpect to 
the Clergy, by the Intimation and Advice of 
Dr. Teniſan, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, upon 
the Queen's giving in the Firſt Fruits and 
Tenths for a perpetual Augmentation of the 
Maintenance of the poor Clergy of the 
Church of England. His Grace, and ſome 
other of the Biſhops, judg'd it very proper, 
that, upon this providential Juncture of Re- 
pairing the Loſſes that Parochial Churches 


had ſuffer d by Impropriations, and other 


Frauds of Popery, ſome Hiſtorical Account 
ſhould be given of the firſt Inſtitution of Pa- 
riſhes, and the Eccleſiaſtical Rights of them, 
of the terrible Uſurpations made by the Pa- 


pal Power in transferring them. to Religious 
Houſes, of the ſad and low Eſtate of the Paro- 


chial Clergy, call'd, in Contempt, the Secular 
Clergy; hereupon, of the Judgment of our 
beſt Reformers, that this Robbing of the 


Pariſh Prieſts was one of the groſſeſt Cor- 


ruptions and Scandals of Popery, and wanted

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a Redreſs at that time neceſſary to bring about 
and ſettle a Reformation, of the ſhameful 
Neglect of King and Parliament at the Begin- 
ning of the Reformation, in conveying away 
the Eſtates of diſſolved Religious Houſes, 
without diſtinguiſhing between the Lay Fees, 
and the Clergy's Glebe and Tythes, and fo mak- 
ing Lay Impropriators Lords of the Church : 
How this good Work of reſtoring Impropri- 
ations to poor Vicars and Curates was how- 
ever recommended in every following Reign 
and many noble Examples of ſo doing, were 
from Time to Time given by our Princes, 
Nobility, Gentry, and dignify'd Clergy; and 
laſtly, of the greater Hopes now ariſing by 
the Queen's Piety and Bounty; with a Relati- 
on at large of the Riſe and Progreſs of-it, 
&c. This Taſk, difficult and laborious as it 
was, Dr. Kennett cheerfully undertook and per- 
form'd in honour to his Superiors, and out 
of tender Compaſſion to the inferior Clergy» 
and being Dedicated to the Queen, as under 
God the Fountain of that Charity and Good- 
neſs, was publiſh'd under this Title, The Caſe 
of Imprepriations, and of the Augmentation of 


Vicarages, and other inſufficient Cures, Rated by 


Hiſtory and Law, from the firſt Uſurpation of 
\ the 
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the Popes, and Monks, to her Majeſty's rea 
Bounty, lately extended to the poorer Clergy of the 
Church of England; with an Appendix of Re- 
cords and Memorials relating to that Subject. 
8vo. '1704. And from the firſt Publication, 
the Doctor was, upon all Occaſions of Enquiry, 
gathering up ſuch Authorities, and ſuch In- 
ſtances of Facts, and due Inferences from 
them, as when connected into a new Edition 
of that Work, will make it far more uſeful 
to the Church and Clergy: Of whom, if 
there were nothing elſe, he deſerv'd better 
upon this Account alone, than the greater 
Part of thoſe who were ſo much in their 
Favour, 


In Purſuit of the fame 8 Deſign, be- 


cauſe two of the moſt ſerviceable Tracts upon 


that Subject, were become ſo uncommon, as 
ſeldom to fall into the Hands of the Gentry 
or Rural «Clergy, the Doctor got them both 
to be re-printed in one ſmall Volume, under 
this Title, Two Tracis. Tract 1. entitled, De 
nom temerandis Ecclefiis, &c.

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which Preface the Editor begins thus: Her 


*«. Majeſty's late pious Munificence to the 


« Clergy of the Church of England has 
« made glad the Hearts of her beſt Subjects, 
cc the beſt Chriſtians, and has made them 
reflect on the Alienation of Tythes and 
% Offerings, as the great Scandal of Popery, 
*. and the great Defe& in our Reformation. 
To make up a competent Maintenance for 
e the parochial Miniſters, and fo the better 
“to provide for the Service of God, and 
the Care of Souls, has been the continual 
Subject of all good. Mens Wiſhes, Propo- 
fals, and Attempts, &c.” 

The Doctor's long Courſe of Studies, had 
the better inſtructed and fitted him for theſe 
good Purpoſes. He had before delivered 
many Things of that Kind in his parochial 
Antiquities ; and had purſu'd the ſame good 
Intentions in being the Publiſher of another 
notable Tra& of Sir Henry Spelman, call d 
The Hiſtory and Fate of Sacriledge, diſcover' d 
by Examples of Scripture, of Heathens, and of 
Chriftians, from the Beginning of the World con- 
tinually to this Day. Wrote in the Year 1632. 
A Treatiſe omitted in the late Edition of his 
Poſthumous Works, and new publiſh'd for the

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Terror of | Evil-deers, 1698. The Preface 
of Mr. Kennett ſer forth, that © chere needed 
© no more to recommend that Tract to every 
« good Engliſh Chriſtian, than che Nature 
« of the Subject, and the Name of the Au- 
e thor, a Subject of great Importance to the 
« Honour of God, and the decent Exerciſe 
* of Religion. An Author of profound 
Learning, and true Integrity, who dedica- 
ted his Studies to the more particular Ser- 
« vice of this Church and Nation. 

In the Year 1705, upon the Death of Dr. 
James Gardner, Lord Biſhop of Lincoln, (to 
whom Dr. Kennett was related as Chaplain, 
and by whom he had been preferr'd to the 
Archdeaconry of Huntingdon) Dr. Wake, then 
Dean of Exeter, being advanc'd to that See, 
the Doctor was choſen to Preach the Conſe- 
cration Sermon, which he perform'd and 
publiſh'd under this Title, The Office and 
good Work of a Biſhop. A Sermon preach'd in 
Lambeth Chapel, at the Conſecration of the 
Right Reverend Father in God William Lord 
Biſhop of Lincoln, on Sunday, October 21, 
1705, publiſh'd at the Defire of the Archbiſhop 
and Biſhaps. A moſt Learned and Excellent 
Diſcourſe ; and as fuch, (I have been credibly 

| told,) 
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told,) admir'd ſo much by the late Lord Chief 
Juſtice Holt, that he declar'd, it had more 
in it tothe Purpoſe of the Legal and Chriſti- 
an Conſtitution of this Church, than any Vo- 
lume of Diſcourſes. 

Whilſt Dr. Kennett continu'd at Aldgate, 
his Steadineſs to the Revolution and Proteſtant 
Succeſſion, rais'd up a growing Party againſt 
him on the Political Account only. Soon after 
the Queen's Acceſſion to the Crown, there 
began to be a mighty Noiſe among the com- 
mon People in the Name of the Church ; it 
was in Danger of the Presbyterians, and they 
were worſe than the Papiſts, they were al- 
ways Schiſmaticks and Rebels; they began a 
War againſt King Charles I. without any 
Manner of Provocation ; they cut off his 
Head, and did all they could to hinder the 
Reſtoration of King Charles II. and they were 
the Authors of all other Separation and Se- 
dition, ſworn Enemies to the Church and 
Crown, againſt Hereditary Right and Paſſive 
Obedience, and they were on all theſe Accounts 
no longer to be endur d. Dr. Kennett ſaw 
the Meaning of all this was to ſpirit up the 


People to another Change, and therefore, in 


Converſation with his Neighbours, he did 


what 
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what he cou'd to ſtem that Tide; and upon 
the next Occaſion of Preaching upon the 
zoth of January, at his Pariſh' Church of 
Aldgate, he undertook to State the Hiftory 
of that Day, in a plain honeſt Manner, with 
the utmoſt Deteſtation of the Murder of 
King Charles I. and yet with the Acknow- 


ledgment of ſome Errors in his Reign, owing 


to a Popiſh Queen, and a corrupt Miniſtry, 
who had been taking many Steps towards a 
more Arbitrary Government, that, by Degrees, 
might have gone into abſolute Tyranny. 

This offended many who expected other 


Language upon that Day, and they made 


ſuch an artful Our-cry upon it, that the 
Doctor thought himſelf oblig'd to appeal to 
the World in the Printing of his Sermon, 
under the Title of A Compaſſionate Enquiry 
into the Cauſes of the Civil War, &c. Ato, 
1704. with an honeſt Advertiſement, that 
this plain Sermon was not deſign'd for the 
« Preſs, but was challeng'd to appear there 
* by the Miſapprehenſions of ſome few who 
« heard it, and by the more confident Report 
of a far greater Number who did not 
« hear it,” &c. The Sermon beginning 
thus. — © The Evil of this Day, which we 

; ce now 


** now deplore in Faſting and Mourning, was 
e an unnatural, Civil War, that overturn'd 
the beſt Conſtitution in the World, that 
« made our. whole Ifland an Aceldama, a 
Field of Blood, and thro' Heaps of Rapine 
and Slaughter, proceeded. to the deplorable 
“ Death of the Martyr of this Day, one 
« of the. moſt virtuous and moſt religious 
« of our Engliſh Princes.“ Then agreeably 
to the Text, Enquiring whence, and by what 
means this Evil came, he did innocently 
afhrm and prove, that © che leading Cauſes 
« of this Day's Evil, umprov'd by wicked 
« Arts and Deſigns, were chiefly theſe : 
« Firſt, A French Intereſt and Alliance; 
and from thence arifing, Secondly, The 


* Apprehenſions-and Fears of Popery ; which

“ preſſion and Illegal Power: Which tended 
* more and more to, Fourthly, The Growth of

Afr the Publication of this Sermon, 
there were ſome Libels againſt it, but no 


Rea- | 
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Reaſoning or Hiſtorical Anſwers to it; and 


they who threatned to Complain of it in 
Convocation, where the Doctor had by other 
Writings offended the Majority of the lower 
Houſe, thought fit to drop their partial In- 
tentions. And the wiſer Part of the Nation 
were ſo well fatisfy'd, that he ſoon after re- 
ceiv'd an Order from the Honourable Houſe 
of Commons, to Preach before them on the 
ſame ſolemn Occaſion, January 30, 170g. 
And the Doctor had the Thanks of the Houſe 
for his Sermon, and was defir'd to Print it, 
as it accordingly was. Any one who reads 
it, may eafily perceive that he began hi8 
Sermon in his own Thoughts, where the 


other ended; namely, that whatever unhappy - 


Grounds and Occafions were given for that 
unnatural Civil War, yet, in the Iſſue of it, 
nothing could juſtify or excuſe the horrid and 
execrable Murder of King Charles I. demon- 
ſtrating the Illegality and Wickedneſs of ir, 
by a Multitude of Proofs from Hiſtory and 
Law, and bringing a great many other Au- 
thorities to be caſt into > the Margin of 'the 
printed Sermon. 

The Effect of this was, that ſome chin 
and weak People, cry'd out that the two 
| Sermons 
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Sermons were oppoſite to one another, when 
they were indeed but a Connexion of the 
two greateſt Truths. 1. That ſome juſt Of- 
fences were really given by the Court of 
King Charles I. to raiſe the People's Fears 
and Apprehenſions of Popery and Arbitrary 
Power, that mov'd the two Houſes to think 
of Self- Defence, and Preſervation of the 
Publick. 2. That whatever was the unfor- 
tunate Beginning of a Civil War, the Succeſs 
of it, on what was call'd the Parliament 
Side, cou'd by no Means warrant the Impri- 
ſonment, Trial, and Execution of the King. 
Theſe two Propofitions are ſufficiently laid 
down by the Earl of Clarendon, in his Hiſto- 
ry of the- Rebellion and Civil Wars; which 
cou'd never be purg'd of thoſe fundamental 
Truths, and of the Dependance of one upon 
the other of them. 

Under the Prejudices, onjuſtly occaſion d 
by this Sermon, the Doctor was engag d in 
another Affair, which abundantly increas d 
them. Some Bookſellers had been well ad- 
vis'd to make a Collection of the beſt Wri- 
ters, of the Lives and Reigns of our ſeveral 
Engliſb Princes, from the Conqueſt to the Be- 
ginning of the Reign of Queen Anne, and to

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re- print chem fairly in three Volumes, when 
they had laid this Scheme, they found it ne- 
ceſſary to have a-Continuation made by ſome 
one new Hand, of the four laſt Reigns of

and they did at laſt pre vail with Dr. Kennett,

So little did he aim at Reputation, and fo 
ſenſible was he, that a Work of that Na- 
ture, wou'd live beſt and longs by burying.

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But it fees in a pragmatical Age with a 
reſtleſs Party, che concealing and withdraw- 
ing himſelf, did but raife the fiercer Purfuir 
after him; and the TFacobite Out- cry was, 
that Dr. Kenner was. the Writer of chat 
Hiſtory, defigning ro expoſe them and rheir 
Cauſe; Dr. Hicks was the firſt, who was ex- 
temel y Angry, that there was not a due Ref- 
pect paid to his Book Jotian, and to the 
Notions of it. And even ſome Perſons who 
had gone into the Revolution with forward- 
neſs enough, and yet had nor found their full 
Account in it, were offended, that roo much, 
or too little Notice was taken of the Parts 
they acted about that Time. And above all, 
an eminent Peer, very Inſtrumental in the 
Revolution, by taking up Arms in the Norrb, 
had made ſuch an Improvement of his Ho- 
nours and Fortunes by it, that he thought 
 kimftlf priviledg'd and protected from any 
Retroſpect, upon his Conduct in the Court 
and Treafury of King Charles I. And there- 
fore finding in that Hiſtory a Narrative of 
whit appear'd to be Male-Adminiſtration, 
tho? taken from. the Parliament Journals and 
printed Trials, and other publick Papers, he 
yay much offended ; _ taking an Opportu- 
nity

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nity, upon the Death of the Duke of Manta- | 
gue, to give ſome Recount of his Tranſacti- 

ons with Francr, from his own Papers 
4 Letters, complain d of the Miſ-repteſen- 
tation of his Services made by that late 
Hiſtorian ; who really did not ſeem to mean 
any Thing of Reflection on his noble Perſon 
and Family; hut related Facts as he found 
them before related. 

However, on that Occalion, of his Grace's 
Complaint, he enquir d more narrowly into 
thoſe Matters, and ſtated them over again in 
a moſt authentiek Manner, . but finding that 
the more full Diſeovery, wou d only create 
the greater Offence, he wou d not ſuffer what 


he had written to be publiſh'd to the World. 


Soon after this, was the Sermon preach'd 
at the Duke of Devonſbires Funeral, publiſh'd 
by the Do#or, with ſome Memoirs of the 
Family of 'Cavendi/h. The Offences before 
taken at Dr. Kennett, howeyer unreaſonable, 
as Poſterity will judge, diſpos d a growing Set 
of People, to diſlike every thing he wrote or 
did : For the Times were now come, when 
Parties judg'd of Actions and Writings, not 
by the Merit of the Performances, but by 
the Affection or Prejudice they bars to the 

2 Name 
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Name of the Authors of them. He was 
no ſtampt for a Whig Writer; which was 
28 bad as che being a Republican, and a Preſ- 
Yyterian; und that was toorſe than che being a 
Papiſt. Many of our beft Prelates and Di- 
vines have ſuffer d under the ſame Prejudices of 
Malice and Igtorance; when their political 
Writings have offended, then the Party tun 
down all their other Performances whatſoever. 
When once Angry, they catch at new Cauſes, 
and freſher Pretences of being more Angry 
like Children and other People of no command 
upon themſelves, they are ſcratching of new 
Wounds, becauſe of an Itching in the old Sore. 
It was under this Diſadvantage that the 
Doctor was call'd to preach a Funeral Ser- 
[mon for the Dube of Devonſhire ; from"which 
he excus'd himſelf as a Stranger to that no- 


ble Family, and till then utterly unknown 


to them. But it appear d chat a Reverend Pre- 
late had recommended him to that Duty, 
and had undertaken to give him ſuch In- 
ſtructions, as might enable him to ſpeak 
with Truth and proper Obſervations of that 
Great Man. Upon this Encouragement, he 
comply d with the importunate Requeſt, and 
upon a ä amidit the Neceflity 
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of aſking many Queſtions, and making many 
Viſits, he drew! up a ſerious Sermon, and 
attended the very ſolemn Funerab to Derby; 
delivering the Sermon before à very full 
Audience of the neighbouring Gentry, hd 
cou d beſt judge of the Character given of 
that noble Peer; and/ in the ſame Evening, 
one of them at Table, in the Name of ch 
Reſt, thank di the Preacher, and told him. 
that they in that Country, had been Witneſſes 
of the Truthi of the moſt material Things 
he had ſo well, ſpoken of the late Duke: 
And it: was by their Report, and the concur-

And when 
that Propoſal was not comply'd with, he 
enter d into a Reſolution of | Self-denial; and 
apparent Hindrance to his own Intereft ; that 
was, of not Renewing the feveral Leaſes of 
Ground-Rents for the Rector's Glebe ; for 
which Renewals he might have afterwards 
receiv'd ſeveral Fines and Sums of Money, 
but letting them run out, that the full Houſe- 
Rents might fall in to him and his Succeſ- 
fors; and there might be then Room for 
fome one Rector or other (beſt able and wil- 
ling) to contrive a convenient Dwelling, 
And in Purſuance of that good Reſolution, 
there were two Houſes, ſeveral Years ago, 
fallen in, that improv'd the Living, -to the 


the 
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the Proſpect of providing better for thoſe 
that ſucceed him. For (as he us d to com- 
plain) nothing is more wanting in London- 
Livings, than a ſuitable Manſe for each Mi- 
niſter ; and wherever they are wanting, the 
Hiring of a Houſe, and the Burthens an- 
nex'd to if, eat up near one Half of the al- 
lotted Maintenance. However, the Dean 
went on to ſupply the Church in his own 
Perſon, by conſtant Preaching, frequent 
Reading Prayers, duly Viſiting the Sick, and, 
in the Week before Eafter, delivering in the 
Deſk an Expoſition upon the Holy Sacra. 
ment of our Lord's-Supper ; to which, great 
Numbers of good People reſorted, and have 
often acknowledg'd they receiv'd great Be- 
nefit by it. 

Tho' it ſhou'd not be tedious to my elf, 
yet it wou'd probably ſwell theſe Papers be- 
yond the Patience of Readers, to give an 
Account of the many excellent Diſcourſes 
written and publiſh'd by the Dean, upon one 
of another Occaſion. Inſtead of this there- 
fore, I ſhall only mention a few Things 
more, wherein he eminently ſhew'd a pub- 
lick Spirit, and a zealous Regard. for the In- 
tereſt of our Religion and Liberties; and 
E 2 take 
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take Notice of ſuch of his Writings, as 
have a more than ordinary TER to pro- 
mote theſe. 

About Midſummer, 1706, the Glory of her 
Majeſty's Arms by Land, and the Terror of 
her Fleets in the Med:terranean Seas, had en- 
courag'd the Engliſh Factory at Leghorn to 
hope for a Privilege, which they cou'd never 
before obtain, that of having a Church of 
England Chaplain to refide among them, and 
to adminiſter the Offices of Religion to 
them. This Benefit and Honour, to the 
Engliſh Nation in that Port, was recom- 
mended and ſollicited by the worthy Conſul, 
Chriſtopher Crow, Eſq; and ſupported by the 
Advice and Aſſiſtance of the learned Dr. 
Henry Newton, her Majeſty's Envoy-in the 
Court of Florence, who yet cou'd obtain no 
Particular of expreſs Licence or Protection 
from the Great Duke, but only a general 
Intimation, that the Civil Powers ſhou'd not 
moleſt him, tho' they .cou'd not exempt him 
from the Cognizance and ſupreme Authority 
of the Inquiſition at Rome. 

Under this Uncertainty, ſome ee 
Trading to , Leghorn, diſcours d occaſionally 
Wich Dr. Kennett, about the beſt and moſt 

effectual 
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effectual Way of ſending over an Engliſh 
Chaplain, and defir'd he wou'd Jay that Mat- 
ter before the Lord Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury. His Grace readily concurr'd in the 
Opinion, that ſuch a Privilege of the Exer- 
ciſe of Religion, by a lawful Miniſter of it, 
was a Right of Chriſtians, even by the Law 
of Nations, in every Country where they 


ere allow'd to ſettle and to traffick. 


He wrote upon that Subject to Dr. New- 
ton; and the Reſulr of his Anſwer was, that 
no expreſs Leave or Indemnity could be ob- 
tain d, but a Connivance might be expected, 
eſpecially - while the Queen, by her Fleers 
and Armies, made ſuch a Figure in Europe, 
and even in J1faly itſelf, that ſhe would be 
able to protect her own Subjects in ſo rea- 
ſonable and juſt a Cauſe. 

Upon this Foot, the Lord Archbiſhop di- 
reted Dr. Kennett to look out for a proper 
Perſon to be ſent over, of Integrity, Abilities, 
and Courage ſuitable to that dangerous and 
difficult Employment. The Doctor, after 
propoſing it in vain to ſome others, prevail'd 
with his own Brother to adventure in it, Mr. 
Bajil Kennett, M. A. Fellow of C. C. C. (af- 


ter his Return, Preſident of that College, and

Doctor in Divinity) His Grace approv'd of 
him; and the Council advis'd her Majeſty 
to grant the Petition of the Merchants up- 
on it, and to give the Chaplain a Commiſſion 
or Title in this Form.

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Theſe Diſpatches were much forwarded 
by Joſepb Addiſon, Eſq; in the Secretary's 
Office, who had a perſonal Reſpect for Mr. Ken- 
nett at Oxford, and had the more publick Spirit 


for Promoting the religious Intereſts of the 
Merchants at Leghorn, having been then a 


late Traveller in Traly, and well known in 
that Port. The worthy Conſul, in the Name 


of che Factory, ſent over a Bill to defray 
the Expences of the Journey; and whatever 
was wanting in Cloaths, Books, or any Equi- 
page, was advanc'd to him by his Brother. 
And he then ſet out, with agreeable Compa- 
ny, from Harwich to the Brill; and fo thro 
Holland, Germany, by Way of Venice; 
and coming ſafe to Leghorn, he was receiv'd 
there by the Conſul and Nation with great 
Civility and Kindneſs. 

Bur the Talians were ſo jealous of the 
Northern" Hereſy, eſpecially the Prieſts and 
Regulars were ſo watchful againſt ir, that 
the Engliſh Nation and Miniſter were forc'd 
to begin the Exerciſes of Religion with the 
utmoſt Privacy and Caution, to give as little 
Offence as poſſible. And yet great Offence 
was taken at it, and Complaints and Infor- 
mations immediately ſent ro Florence, and to

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Name. The Envoy at Florence, Dr. Newton, 
did all the Matter could bear to inſiſt on the 
Right of the Eugliſßi Merchants, to have a 
Miniſter among them of their own Reli- 
gion; and offer d to undertake that he ſhould 
not publickly reflect on the Religion of the 
Country, nor attempt to bring over any of 
the Duke's Subjects to the Proteſtant Perſua- 
fion, But the Pope, and the Court of In- 
quiſition at Rome, were reſolv d to expel He- 
reſy, and the publick Teacher of it, from 
the Confines of the Holy See: And therefore 
ſecret Orders were given to apprehend Mr. 
Kennett at Leghorn, and to hurry him away 
to Piſa, and thence to ſame other religious 
Priſon, to bury him alive, or otherwiſe diſ- 
poſe of him in the ſevereſt Manner. 

Upon Notice of this Defign upon him, the 
Engliſh Envoy at Florence interpos d his Ofh- 
ces in that Court; but could obtain no other 
Anſwer, but that he might ſend for the Eng- 
ii Preacher, and keep him in his own Fa- 
mily as his Domeſtick Chaplain; but that 
otherwiſe, if he preſum d to continue at 
Leghorn, he muſt take the Conſequences of 
it; for in thoſe Matters of Religion, the Court 
of Inquiſition was fuperiour to all Civil Pow- 
ers.

Before this excellent Letter could reach 
to Florence, the Engh/ſh Envoy was extremely 
embaraſt with the Difficulties of Treating for 
the Protection and Security of the Emngli/þ 
Chaplain at Leghorn, and could find no Ex- 
pedient more proper for the Preſent, than to 
invite him earneſtly to his Houſe at Florence; 
and there cover him till the Affair was ad- 
juſted, and for that Purpoſe to ſend him a 
Qualification as his Domeſtick Chaplain. 
Bur the brave Conſul and Nation at Leghorn 
would not readily conſent- to let him go a- 
way, as fearing if they once -gain'd chat 
* | Point, 
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Point, they would never let him return: Nor 
was the Chaplain himſelf willing to conſult 
his own Safety by ſeeming to forſake his 
Charge. And therefore with his Brother's 
Advice, he continued there, tho in the ut- 
moſt Danger. He was forced to confine 
himſelf in his Chamber; and to have an arm= 
ed Guard at the Stair's Foot; and when, in 
ſome | Evenings, he walk d out for Air, he 
walk'd between two Engliſh Merchants, who 
with their Swords drawn reſolvd and de- 
clar d, that no Body * dare ſeize him at 
their Peril. 81 

But as ſoon as my Lavd Sandee Lener 

came to the Envoy's Hands, and was, by 
him communicated to the Duke and his Mi- 
niſters, the Contents of it were ſoon by them 
imparted to the Pope and his Cardinals, who 
ſo well underſtood the Argument of Fleets 
and Armies, that the Chaplain eſcaped the 
intended Fury; and continued for five Years 
to officiate as a Miniſter of the Church of 
England, in a large Room, ſet apart for a

and intricately manag'd, that I hardly 
* know what Account to give you of it. 
After ſome Debates in Evening Councils or 
Committees, wherein the Lord Archbiſhop of 
« Canterbury could not attend, becauſe of his 
« Infirmities which wilt not ſuffer him to 
* be out ſo late, her Majeſty did graciouſly 
« appoint Thurſday Morning, in laſt Week, 
« for a General Council, wherein that Affair 
e ſhould be determin'd. And Notice was 
given to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
the Biſhop of London, to be both there to 
* anſwer any Objections that ſhould be 
« made. But how it came to paſs, I know 
© not, inſtead of Thur/day, the Council was

It was long expected, that he full Ac- 
count of this Affair, of Settling a Church of 
England Miniſter at Leghorn, wou'd have 
been publiſh'd at large, as carefully drawn 
out of the original Papers, by him who bore 
ſo great a Part in it. But that being unhap- 
pily neglected, I hope this Abſtract (the 
Subſtance of which I obtain'd many Years 
ago of the Dean himſelf) will not only be 
acceptable to curious Readers, but ſerve to

Service to the Briti/h Nation, and the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. His Memory deſerves the 
greater Regard upon this Account, becauſe

tiful to their Chaplain, Mr. Kennett, and very 
generous in their Preſents to his Brother in 
England, yet the Family have been Sufferers 
by it. The Contempt of Money in Mr. Ken- 
nett at Leghorn, the conſtant Demands upon 
his Charity and Goodneſs, the great Expence 


of 
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of his long Travels thro' Italy and France, 
the Supplies he had out of England to ſup- 
port thoſe Travels, and to purchaſe a good 


Collection of Books and Prints, and the new 


Expences he was put upon after his Return, 
by the Honour done him of being elected 
aud admitted Preſident of his College, had 
brought him to that Condition of worldly 
Eſtate, that the Payment of his Debts was, 
in Favour of his Memory, without ſufficient 
Aſſets for it. 

And whether his Life itſelf was not fa- 
crific'd in that Service among the Roman 
Papiſts, is perhaps a Queſtion to be reſery'd 
to the laſt Judgment Day. Not that Mr. 
Kennett wou'd ever declare his Suſpicion of 
any ill practiſing upon him (too common 
there) nor that his Brother ever encourag'd any 
Suggeſtion of that Kind. But many others 
have been free in, and God alone knows the 
Truth of it. One wou'd have thought him 
ſo well eſteem' d among the Talian Papiſts, 
that even they were not capable of ſuch 
Treatment of him. Unleſs their calling him 
the Saint, was in Order to the making him

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Whilſt the Dean was employ'd in this 
eminent Piece of Service to the Church of 
England, the Times were mightily alter d. 
The Church was given oüt to be in the ut- 
moſt Danger; and the Name of Presbyterian, 
&c. was liberally beftow'd on every Man who 

lov'd the Prorefianc Intercſt, and the Proteſ- 
| fant Succeſſion; and, among others, this 
Reproach was, caſt on one of the Archb:/hvps, 
and ſeveral of the moſt exemplary Biſhops, 
as well as on great Numbers of the moſt 
Learned and Pious among the infetigur Cter- 
gy. Dr. Kennett had a plentiful Share öf this 
Sort of Treatment; and upon Suſpicion of 
his being greatly Diſaffected to Dr. Sacheve- 
rell, he was often pointed at in the Streets, 
and Affronted in the Iſles of the Church, 
for refuſing to pray for one under Perſecu- 
tion, and was inſulted ſeveral Ways not 
worth the Mentioning, becauſe they were 
only little Fits of Folly and Madneſs, in "the 
loweſt of the People. 

As to the Doctor, it muſt be own'd, that 
the Dean had from the Beginning a very 
mean Opinion of him, as ſuch a Tool that 
anſwer'd the Character given afterwards by

He zealouſly oppos d the new Doctrine of 
the Droalidity of Lay-Baptiſm, which from 
the Irregularity of Baptiſm being adminiſtred 
by any Perſon, not ordain'd to be a publick 
Miniſter in the Church, was now advanc'd 
into a Nullity and an Unchriſtiamſm, if ad- 
miniſtred by any Perſon not Epiſcopally or- 
dained. Pamphlets and Sermons were full 
of this Notion, and tho' the Archbiſhop, and 
Biſhops in Convocation had agreed upon a 
Cenſure of it, yet the Majority of the Lower 
Houſe wou'd by no Means join in it, for Fear 
of offending thoſe who by ſuch unchriſtian 
Rigours, had confin'd the Name of the Church 
to the Pinacles of it. The Conſequences of 
this Doctrine were no leſs than to caſt out 
for Heathens, many Members of our own 
Communion, and every Soul baptiz'd by a 
Diſſenting Teacher, and the whole Body of 
Proteſtants abroad, unleſs within the Pale of 
a Church, ſtrictly and properly Epiſcopal; 
which it was thought hard to find among 
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the Lutheran Churches; at leaſt, in their

And as to the Inheritance of 
this Crown, the Proteſtant Line might be 
Pagans, but the Popiſh Heirs were certainly 
and truly Chriſtians. 

The Dear, on the Contrary, was of Opi- 
nion that Popery was the common Enemy to 
the Truths of the Goſpel, and to the Liber- 
ties of Mankind: That the Proteſtant Inte- 
reſt in Europe was to be united againſt the 
common Adverſary : 'That every Part of the 
Reformation, however imperfe&t, was by 
many Steps nearer to the Simplicity of the 
_ Chriſtian Religion, and to the Happineſs of 
Society, and the Souls of Men, than Popery : 
That nothing could be more fatal than 'to 
break and divide the Friendſhip of Proteſtant 
States and Princes, and ſo raiſe Jealouſies and 
Diſcords in the Minds of Proteſtant Brethren: 
That the late Notions fo induſtrioufly propa- 
gated by ſome of our Engi/h Church-men, 

the 
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the Neceſſity of Epiſcopal Government to 
the very Being of a Church, and the Validi- 
oy of Baptiſm depending upon che Epiſcopal 
Ordination of the Adminiſtrator, were as art- 
ful Engines to play againſt the whole Refor- 
mation, as any that cou'd have been invented 
in the Middle of Rome; and that they were 
as contrary to the Senſe of our firſt Refor- 
mers, as they were to any other Proteſtant Di- 
vines abroad. This led him to be very zea- 
lous to promote every good Deſign for the 
the common Intereſt of the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion. Accordingly, her Majeſty Queen Anne 
having granted Letters Patents, at the humble 
Requeſt of Conrad Gulcher, Miniſter of the 
Reform'd Religion, to colle& the charitable 
Benevolence of her well-diſpos'd People, to 
enable the Proteſtant Subjects of the Elector 
Palatine of the Rhine, to build a Church in 
the Diſtrict of Ober-Barmen, in the Dut- 
chy of Berg, and to ſupport a Miniſter there, 
dated in Nov. 1707, (tho' not brought to 
effect till ſeveral Years after) Dr. Kennett was 
made one of the Truſtees to receive and di- 
poſe this publick Charity, and was eminently 
active in promoting of it. He ſollicited for 
the. Letters of the Lord Archbiſhop of Canter- 
I bury, 
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bury, and the Lord Biſhop of Landon, to 
commend the good Work to their Clergy and 
People, and exhort them to a liberal Con- 
tribution in behalf of the poor Proteſiants 
of Ober- Barmen. He, at the Requeſt of the 
other Truſtees, drew up an Inſcription on a 
Marble-Stone affix'd near the great Door of 
the Church (when finiſh'd) declaring by whoſe 
Charity and Bounty it was erected ; and ſeve- 
ral Letters and Epiſtles tranſmitted Abroad, 
relating to that Affair; and in the Concluſion 
of it, was the Perſon choſen to preſent the 
Addreſs of Thanks ſent over by the Miniſter 
and People of Ober-Barmen, then in Poſſeſſion 
of their new Church and free Exerciſe of 
their Proteſtant Religion. 
Upon the Concluſion of this good Affair, 
the Miniſter and Congregation at Ober- Bar- 
men, deſir d ſome Memorial of it might be 
fix d in the ir new Church; and, after due 
Conſultation here, it was agreed by the Com- 
miſſioners, that a Marble-Stone ſhou'd be 
plac'd by the great Door of the Church of 
Ober-Barmen, with a Latin Inſcription, re- 
cording the Matter of Fact, and the Form 
of it left to Dr. Kennett, who tranſmitted it, 
when the remaining Accounts were given, in 
May 
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May 1710, with this Epiſtle, which, I think, 
deſerves a Place in theſe Memoirs, omitting 
GE that incerven'd..

died with her. For there was ſoon a jad De- 
generacy under King James the Firſt, when 
to comply with the Humour of the Prince, 
the Preachers brought in ſuch Terms of the 
Schools, and ſuch Scraps of the Poets, as made 
the Pulpit rather a Place of Diverſion, - than 
F found Inſtructian and Salvation. This af- 


fected Fooliſhneſs, by Uſe and Cuſtom, ran too 
_ into the Reign of King Charles the Firſt : 


And if it abated at the Reſtoration of his Roy- 
al Family, the Preachers were apt to ſlide into 
another Extreme, that of Wards and Periadi,

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ſtrong and ſtiff; a falſe Oratory, an Abuſe of 
' the Patience of Chriſtian Hearers; till Dr. 
Tillotſon, and ſome other judicious Divines, 
dar'd to reflore good Senſe and plain Language, 
which now generally obtain, and ought to pre- 
vail in all our Churches ; nay, are very much 
gotten into the Mouths of the Diſſenting Teach- 
ers, tho perhaps of leſs Service to them. 

Tt will ds another Honour to that Age, by 
ſhewing the Probity and Courage of our Engliſh 
Divines, in Preaching at Court againſt the 
Flattering of great Men, and againſt the In- 
conſtancy of ,the Common People ; as likewiſe 
againſt their Curiofity and Love of ſtrange 
DoArines ; ſuch as the Invalidity of Baptiſm, if 
Aaminiſtred by a Lay-man, or even by a Dea- 
con: A Doctrine of the moſt narrow and unchari- 
table Spirit, invented by Schiſmaticks, and urg'd 
by the Leader of them, M. Cartwright, but 
admirably well oppoſed aud confuted by this 
Archbiſhop Whitgift, in his Anfaver and Re- 
Plies to the Admonition, &c. and condemm d in 
this Sermon, wherein, as if be had liv'd in our 
Times, he grievouſly Complains, It is now

I will give a farther Proof of the Integri- 
ty of Preachers in that Reign, that they preach'd 
freely and earneſily againſt the fundamental 
Errors and Corruptions of Popery, and demon- 
ſtrated the Church of Rome to be the common 
Enemy of the Reformation, and of Chriſtianity 
ufelf. And yet by the Craft of that Enemy in 
ſowing Tares, they ſound, it ſeems, ſome of the 
common People growing ſick and weary of that 
neceſſary Subject, and rather intent upon new- 
fangled Doctrines and Devices of upſtart Men, 
Says this excellent Preacher here to his Auditors; 
We have taught you more neceſſary Points of 
 « Dodtrine, than theſe that are now preach'd 
* unto you, We have exhorted you to Repen- 
« fance and to Amendment of Life: We have 
taught you the true Doctrine of Fuſtification; 
er „ the true and right Uſe of the Sacraments : 
and © We have confuted the erroneous and damnable

And yet no Proteſtant Preachers 
had been then ſo fond of ſtrange Notions, as to 
preach up the Neceſſity of private Confeſſion to 
a Prieſt, or the Inefficacy of Faith and Repen- 
tance to a Sinner without ſacerdotal Abſolution 
er aà real propitiatory Sacrifice in an Oblation 
Bf the Elements of Bread and Wine; or a mid- 
dle State of Souls after Death, in neither 
Heaven nor Hell ; or an Independency of the 
Church upon a Chriſtian State, even where the 
civi!

Schiſm and Fattion, when his Piety, Wiſdom 
and Courage, in ſtemming the Tide of Popery 
and Profaneneſs, hath made him worthy of 
everlaſting Honour, among all, who rather love 
and ſerve the Church, than boaſt in great 
fwelling Words about it. 
Preacher of this Sermon, Archbiſhop Whitgitt, 
has eſcap'd very well; for being more particu- 
larly concern'd to repreſs the Puritans, who 
were indeed Angry and Inſolent at that Time, 
he has been on that Account well eſteem d, and 
his Aſhes, I think, not yet diſturbd.

To which he anſwers, 
That the Papiſts could take no juſt Advantage 
F bis Proceedings againſt the Puritans; for be 
doubted the Papiſts employ'd them, and encou- 
rag d them at that Functure to create Diviſions 
and weaken the Proteſtant Intereſt : Says he, 
« The Objection of our encouraging the Papiſts 
« hath neither Probability nor Likelihood : For 
* how can Papiſts be animated, by urging Men 
« fo ſubſcribe againſt the Pope's Supremacy, 
% and to the juſtifying of the Book of Com- 
* mon-Prayer, and Articles of Religion, 
« wohich they, [the Papiſts] /o greatly condemn? 


« But Papiſts are animated becauſe they ſee 


« theſe Kind of Perſons, which herein, after a 
4 Sort come in with them, ſo greatly friended, 
« ſo many born with, and ſo animated and 
« maintained in their diſordered Doings, a- 
% gainſt both God's Law and Man's, and a- 
% gainſt their chief Governours, both Civil

e the Papiſts, and maketh much for them. — O0 
« my Lord, I would to God: ſome of them, 


c obo uſe that Argument, bad no Papiſts in 
& their Families, and did not \ otherwiſe alſo 
* countenance them, whereby indeed they re- 
« cerve Encouragement, and do become too ma- 
« lapert, Aſſure your ſelf, the Papiſts are ra- 
tber grieved at my Proceedings, becauſe they 
tend to the taking away of their chief Ar- 
« gument, that is, That we cannot agree 
among ourſelves, and that we are not of the 
* Church becauſe we lack Unity. And I am 
* credibly informed, that the Papiſts give En- 
« couragement to theſe Men, and commend 
« them in their Doings, thereof alſo ] have ſome 
« Experience.” — By which it is very plain, 
that this wiſe Prelate was the quicker in bis Re- 
ſentments againſ the Puritans, becauſe he 
thought them under the Direction and Manage- 
ment of the Papiſts ; and in his laying all lega! 


Reſtraints upon them, he was only labouring to 


flop the Breaches which he found the common 
Enemy had made, in Hopes to enter in at 
them. He jaw the Spreaders of ſtrange 
Doetrines, and the Authors of new Diftinfions 
were Tools in Roman Hands, to break and 
Confound us, if timely Care were not taken by 
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all poſſible Means to unite and ſtrengthen the 
Proteſtant Intereſt, in Humility, Charity and 
Brotherly Love.

Theſe Obſervations were ſo well adapted 
to the Seaſon, wherein they were wrote and 
publiſh'd, that, perhaps, Poſterity will look 
back upon them, to judge the better of a 
Picture of the Times, that muſt be drawn as 
impartially as can be, both out of the falſe 
Colours and wrong Appearances, as well as 
out of the naked Truth, repreſented by dif- 
ferent Sides. However, the Dean met with 
that Reward which, I believe, he expected, 
to be libell'd, preach'd down, beſlav'd, lam- 
poon'd, hung up in Effigy, with many other 
dirty Tokens of Spite and Party-Rage upon 
him. All which he bore, with no Manner 
of Returns in that Kind; but was often 
ſeen to ſmile, and obſerve, that contending 
with the High-Flying Party, was to no bet- 
ter Purpoſe, than to encounter one of their 
Street-Mobs, the beſt Eſcape was to be 
thruſt againſt the Wall, or to be thrown in- 
to the Kennel. 

There 
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There was one Indignity offer'd him about 
this Time, that cou'd ſcarce be born by any 
Man, without ſome Kind of Emotion and 
Concern, viz. the White-Chapel Altar-prece, 
contriv'd by Dr. Welton (afterwards a profeſs'd 
Nonjuror, if not ſomething worſe) to expoſe 
the Dean of Peterborough. In this Altar- 
piece, or Painting, which was intended for 
a Repreſentation of Chriſt, and his twelve 
Diſciples, cating. the Paſſover and the Laſt 


Supper, Judas, the Traitor, was drawn ſit- 


ting in an Elbow-Chair, dreſs'd in a black 
Garment, between a Gown and a Cloak, with 
a black Scarf and a white Band, and a ſhort 
Wig, and a Mark in his Forehead between a 
Lock and a Patch, and with ſo much of the 
Countenance of Dr. Kennett, that under it, 
in Effect, was written, The Dean the Traitor 
It was generally ſaid, that the original Sketch 
was for a Biſhop under Welton's. Diſpleaſure ; 


which ,occaſion'd the Elbow-Chair. But the 


Fears of a Scandalum Magnatum riſing before 
the Painter's Eyes, Leave was given to drop 
the Biſhop, and make the Dean; which he 
did as well as he could. Multitudes of Peo- 
ple came daily to the Church, to admire the 
Meaning of the Sight. And, under our un- 


happy 
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happy Diviſions, it might have been expected, 
that one Side, at leaſt, would have been pleas d 
with the Wittineſs of this Fancy. But it was 
generally abhorr d and deteſted by every body; 
as being not only Rude and Indecent, but 
conſidering the Place and Perſons, even 
as Atheiſtical and Diabolical. And indeed, 
what cou'd be more ſhocking and ſurprizing, 
than to ſee a fooliſh, and really a blaſphe- 
mous Picture ſet up in the Preſence of God, 
and in the Face of the Congregation, to repre- 
ſent a Neighbour, a Brother, a Fellow Preſ- 
byter of the Church of England, as a Traitor 
to their common Saviour? What monſtrous 
Impiety for one Clergy-man to libell ano- 


ther juſt over the Altar, or Table of the Lord, 


whereon that very Man was to conſecrate 
a Blefling, and to Adminiſter the Communion 
of it, in Peace and Charity? In that, it was 
eſteem d ſo inſolent a Contempt of all that 
was ſacred, ſuch an Abomination to every one 
of Conſcience or common Senſe, that upon 
the Complaint of others (for the Dean himſelf 
never ſaw it, or ſeem'd to regard it) the Biſhop 
of London oblig'd thoſe that ſet it up, to take 


it down, and remove ſo great a Scandal from 
the 
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the Church of God. But to return to the 
Dean's Labours and Writings. 

He went on to aſſert and defend the Scrip- 
tural and Legal Foundations of the Proteſtant 
Religion, and the Proteflant Succeſſion, not 
only in a Courſe of Sermons to his own Peo- 
ple, but even in the ſtated turns of his preach. 
ing at Court; where the Dean was obſery'd 
by ſome to be remarkably zealous in preach- 
ing againſt Popery, within the three laſt Years 
of the Queen, when it was thought not altoge- 
ther ſo ſeaſonable by others. 

And when the Pretender's Party were ſo 
forward in their Hopes and Views, as to pub- 
liſh a ſtately Folio in expreſs Aſſertion and 
Maintenance of his Hereditary Right, intitled, 
The Hereditary Right of the Crown of England 
aſſerted: The Hiſtory of the Succeſſion fince the 
"Conqueſt clear d; and the true Engliſh Conſtitu- 
tion vindicated, &c. 1713. the Dean imme- 
diately examin'd the Strength of the Argu- 


ments, and the Truth of the Authorities in 


it; and was prepar'd to ſhew the Unrea- 
ſonableneſs and Infincerity of that new 
Scheme, and the very wrong Turns of 
Hiſtory and Law that are drawn in to ſup- 


port it, But becauſe the whole Examination 
wou'd 
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wou'd run into too great a Length for the 
Patience of common Readers, who moſt 
wanted to be undeceiv'd, he reſolv'd to take 
a fingle Inſtance only by Way of Specimen, 
that from thence might be inferr'd what 
Credit was to be given to the Reſt of that 
bulky Work. That Inſtance was in the Caſe 
of Thomas Merks, Biſhop of Carliſle, whom 
this Author had applauded as the Man of 
Conſcience and Integrity, becauſe he adher'd 
to King Richard II. after his Reſignation and 
Depoſition, and took up Arms (after a Speech 
in Parliament) againſt King Henry IV. in 
legal Poſſeſſion of the Crown; for- which 
he was try'd, condemn'd, and pardon'd. 
The Dean well knew that this applauded 
Biſhop was one of the worſt Tools in the 
Miniſtry of Richard II. and help'd to bring 
that Prince to his miſerable End; and was 
attach'd to him, not upon any Principle of 
Honour, - but for his own Intereſt and Pre- 
ſervation ; and that he was by no Means the 
Deliverer of that Speech in Parliament, long 
ſince invented for him; and that his flying 
into Arms in Aſſiſtance of a French Invaſion 
was, in the moſt apparent Manner, a baſe 


Treaſon and Rebellion, for which he was legally 


try d, 
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try d, convicted, and adjudg'd to die: But 
after an effectual Deprivation by the civil 
Power, and a mock Tranſlation by the Pope, 
he made his Submiſſion and obtain'd his Par- 
don, and liv'd in a peaceable Allegiance to 
King Henry IV. who was perfectly reconcil'd 
to him as to a faithful Subject, and was not 


only his Friend, but his Royal Patron, be- | 
ſttowing a good Benefice on him, tho for the 


Honour of the Church and Nation, he wou'd 
never truſt him in an Enghſh Biſhoprick. 
This Character of the Man, and this Hiſtory 
of his Life and Actions, was the Reverſe of 
what the Author of Hereditary Right had flou- 
-ifh'd upon him. And therefore to ſhow this to 
the World, the Dean publiſh'd A Letter to the 
Lord Biſhop of Carliſle, concerning one of bis Pre- 
deceſſors, Biſhop Merks, on Occaſion of a new Vo- 
lume for the Pretender, intituled, The Hereditary 
Right of the Crown of England On. 
Printed 1713. 


It was but a little while besdge, Fo the 


Dean, in his ſteady Oppoſition to Popery and 
the Pretender, had publiſh'd another Tract, in- 
tiruled, I Memorial for Proteſtants, on the 5th 
of Novemb. containing a more full Diſcovery 
of * Particulars relating to the happy De- 


liverance | 
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ſrotrance of Ming Jutries I. Cc. rum the moſt 
truiterous, an bibo intended Maſſacre, 37 
Gun pom r, Anno 1606. In à Letter to a 
Prer Great Britain, datei Octob. 25, 1 712. 
But fuch was the Power of Party and Preju- 
dice, that he could write nothing without 
Offence, and therefore his Name was then 
conceal d from the Publick. The Occaſion 
of writing chis Letter, was to help cure che 
prevailing Faſhion of ſmoothing the Cor- 
ruptions, and ſilencing the Dangers of Pope- 
79; and even of Juſtifying the Severities, and 
magnifying the Chatities, of the Church of 
Rome; in common talk, and publick Papers, 
the Complaints were renew d of the Papiſts 
being miſrepteſented, not only as to Opinions 
and Doctrines, but in Hiſtory and Matters of 
Fact. The whole Hiſtory of our Reforma- 
tion was made worſe than Sanders had before 
made it, by a vile Poem, written by one 
Thomas 'Ward, in Imitation of Hudibras; 
greedily ſuck d in by many cortupt Proteſtants; 
tho it was viſibly intended to make the Re- 
formation both adious and ridigulsus: And the 
Cun-pheuder Treaſon was alſo once more ri- 
dicul'd as a Feint and Counter- Plot of Cecil, 
or at beſt, the Whim of a few. private deſpe- 
Hoy L rate 
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tare Men, wherein the Church, and the Catho- 
Hek "Cauſe were not concern d. To oppoſe 
Truth to this popular Deluſion, the Deus 
drew up and publiſh'd that Memarial, upon 
the moſt evident Authorities; and it was 
highly eſteem'd, and thought of great Service, 
by the beſt Proteſtants at that Time; particu- 
larly che late Archbiſhop of Canterbury; who 
difpers'd gteat Numbers of ho Copter among 
my OW A wn. 

As the Times grew we and .

Fun of Ther ford, by ſome few of the depriv'd 
Biſhops; and after cheir Deceaſe/ had made 
hiniſelf>rhe Principle of Orthodox Unity, and 
Jacobite Loyalty ; condemning the eſtabliſtr d 
Church of : England as" \Schiſmatical, and the 
civil Government as Tyranny and Uſurpation 
the Bench of Biſbops, and their whole Clergy 
as of invalid Orders; their Miniſtration of 
the Sacraments as null and void; and their 
very Prayers a Sin. About the ſame Time, 
the Beginning of che Rebellion, there was 
found a printed Tract of Schi/m, 'charg'd on 
the Church, of England and the whole Body 
of the Clergy, by Mr. Lawrence Howell, one 
of the ſame Jacobite Separation. And in a 
Search made for the Perſon and Papers of 
the ſaid Mr. Howell, among other notable 
Diſcoveries, there was one Sheet ſuperſcrib d, 
A. Letter. to Dr. Kennett, that ſeem'd to be

calld,: An Anſiver to the brief Hiſtory of the 
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Crown of England, written at the Time when 
the Bill of Excluſion was attempted againſt the 
Queen's Father, then Duke of York. The 
faid Letrer prefix'd, complain d | grievouſly 
that Dr. Kennett had given à vile Character 
A Biſbop Merks, and yet againſt his Will, had 
made him ſtrictly Faithful to bis rightful Sove- 
reign, &c. upon which the Dean drew up, 
and publiſh'd A ſecond Letter to the Lord 
Biſhop. of Carliſle, upon the Subject of Biſhop 
Merks, Cc. dated Octob. 22, 1716. 

The Controverſy of the new Schiſm made 
à much greater Noiſe upon the late Tumults 
and Rebellion, than it had ever done ſince the 
Filling of the depriv'd Sees by K. William; and 
the Facobite Conventicles were more frequented 
in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter ; and 
Prieſts of that Way were ſent down to ga- 
ther the like Congregations in Country Towns: 
And many of the high Folk, eſpecially the 
Women, ſeem d to come to the parochial 
Churches in and about London, for the Sake 
of their Peus, and their Claths, rather than 
for Conformity to the publick Worſhip. For 
they wou'd not join in any Part of the Pray: 
ers for King George, and his Royal Family, 
but at the Mention of thoſe Names, they 

M wou'd 
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wou'd riſe up, or fit down, or, at leaſt, exprek 
their Diſſent in ſome viſible Manner. An 
Inſolence, that the primitive Chriſtians wou'd 
not have been guilty of, under the bloodieſt 
Tyrants and Perſecuters at Rome or Comſtan- 
tinohle; an Inſolence, that no Chriſtians od 
now dare to offer, and no Powers \wou'd 
ſcarce ſuffer, in any other Part of the World, 
And, in the mean Time, too many of the 
Church-Clergy, tho' offended with Dr. Hick 
for urging a Separation from Parochial 
Churches, yet they gave in very much to the 
Principles, upon which that Practice was 
founded, viz. The Independency of the Church 
from the State, the more than ſpiritual Pow- 
ers of the Church, the Legiſlature of the 
Biſhops and Clergy; the Church above. and 
before the King, and ſuch like Notions of 
aſſuming Authority and Juriſdiction, by divine 
Right, unaccountable to the Prince and Peo- 
ple: So that it was very plain they were for 


ſaving themſelves, rather than the civil Go. 


vernment, and the common Rights of che 
whole Nation. 

Under this unhappy Diſpoſition of the 
Minds of too many of the Clergy, the Dean 
found it neceſſary to write a third Letter in 
Purſuance 
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purſuutie of che Cale of Biſhop Merks; to 
ſhew how he was a Traitor to Henry IV. 
only becauſe he had been an evil Miniſter to 
Rithard IT. that he was, for ſuch Treafon 
and Rebellion, depriv'd of his Biſhoprick by 
the Cu Power, without the Pope, or any 
Ergliſh Synod: That he was try'd for Treas 
fon; hot by Peers in Parliament, but as a 

common Lay- Subject, by a Jury before tem- 
poral Judges; that he was convicted as a 
Traitor and à Rebel ; that he then ſubmitted 
to the King's Mercy, and obtain'd his Royal 
Pardon, and gave Security for his Allegiance 
and good Behaviour; and was indeed ever 
after a quiet and peaceable Subject, reſpected 
by the Revolution, Archbiſhop, and even pre- 
ferr d By the King himſelf to a Country Be- 
nefice, tho never reſtor d to his See, nor pre- 
tending to act as a Biſbop of it. Upon theſe, 
and many other incidenral Matters, the Dean 
publiſ'd, A third Letter to the Lord Biſhop 
of Carliſle upon the Subject of Biſhop Merks, 
wherem the Nomination, Election, Imoftiture, 
and Deprivation of Englith Prelates are fhew'd 
fo have been originally conſtituted and governed 
by the Sovereign Power of Kings and their 
Parliaments ; againſt the Pretenſions of our new 
M 2 (. 
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Fanaticks, who have withdrawn tbhemſeùves from 
the Eftabliſh'd Church into a ſeparate Communi- 
on, under the Name of fome depriv'd Biſhops, 
and their fuppos'd Serge dated Jan. 2 25 
1716. 

When theſe three Leeiorn are read in Order, 
by any who have a "Taſte and ſome Experi- 
ence in Hiſtory and Laws, and our Engi/o 
Conſtitution, they muſt needs be fatisfy'd in 
the Truth and good Service of them. They 
had this Teſtimony from the Dean's Enemies, 
as well as the Enemies. of the Government, 
that all the Anſwer given to them, conſiſted 
in abufive Libels on the Writer, inſtead of 
endeavouring to ſhew that he was wrong 
either in his Facts, or Reaſoning upon them. 
This I had from a good Hand; that when 
the Dean was aſk'd whether he had an) 
Thing to ſay to one of the chief, who had at- 
tack d theſe Letters, he ſaid, No; he had gone 
thro' his Pamphlet, and found nothing but 
Anger and Ignorance in it; he wou'd, at 
Leiſure run it over again, and if he cou d ſatis- 
fy himſelf that any one material Miſtake had 
been committed in any one of the Letters, 


he wou'd take ſome Opportunity to make 2

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publ ick Acknowledgment and 20 
of it. 

I am now come to an Affair, a the 
Wickedneſs and Perverſeneſs of others, with- 
out the leaſt Occaſion (fo far as Ican poſſibly 
judge) given by himſelf, makes it neceſſary 
for me to ſay a few Things in Vindication 
of the Dean; I mean, the Difference between 
him, and the late Biſhop Nicbelſon of Car- 
He. The Occaſion of which, was briefly 
this: A Sermon being preach'd by the Right 
Rev. Dr. Benjamin Hoadly, then Biſhop of 
Bangor, before the King, and publiſh'd by 
his Majeſty's Command, 1716. was fallen 
upon, in a very indecent Manner, by Dr. An- 
drew Snape, in a Letter addreſs'd to the 
Biſhop himſelf. His Lordſhip hereupon made 
a Calm, and, in the Judgment of unpreju- 
dic'd Readers, a ſatisfactory Reply; in which 
(upon Occaſion of a Report ſpread by ſome 
Perſons about the Town, that he was put 
upon preaching that Sermon at Court to 
ſerve ſome political Ends) he uſes theſe 
Words. .— God knows my Sermon was preach d 


without the Knowledge of any Man living. 
Upon this, Dr. Snape, in a ſecand Letter to 
his Lordſhip, drops the Argument, and ſeems

ſonal Reflection. Being ſhamefully foil'd in

The Moment this was publiſh'd to the 
World, the Biſhop of Bangor (greatly mov'd 
and affected with ſuch an Attack on his Re- 
putation) call'd upon Dr. Snape for the 
Prof of what he had aſſerted. He pre- 
ſently, in Anſwer to this Demand, declar'd, 
that he firſt receiv'd that Account from Dr. 
Hutchinſon, who had heard the Biſhop of Car- 
hfle ſay, that he had ſpoke with the Perſon 
who advis'd my Lord of Bangor, upon read- 
ing his Sermon, to inſert ſuch Words as 
abſolutely, properly, &c. And that ſome Days 
after, the ſame Divine did again aſſure him, he 
had. heard the ſame worthy Prelate a ſecond 
Time declare that Matter to be true, and 
that he would juſtify it to all the World: 
Upon which, he drew up that Paſſage, waited 
on my Lord Biſhop of Carliſie, read that Paſ- 
tage to him, and was allow'd by him to 
publiſh it, with an Aſſurance that he mug 
ſtand to it. 
This was the Subſtance of Dr. Snape s Ad- 
vertiſement; ; to which the Biſhop of Carliſle 
M 4 7Q was 
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was perſuaded to add, this is true, tho he af- 


terwards declar d, it was not ſtrictly ſo. 
However, being now call'd upon to name 
the living Man, who was to atteſt the Truth 
of what he aſſerted, he fixes on Dr. Kennett; 
who, he declares, according to the beſt of his 
Remembrance, was the Perſon that told him, 
the Sermon was preach'd with his Knowledge, 
and ſubmitted to his Correction; and that he 
advis d, and, with Difficulty, prevail'd for the 
inſerting the Words above mention d. N 
This was deny d by the Dean, in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner imaginable, in all his Conver- 
ſation, publick Advertiſements, and private 


Letters to his Friends; and there is all the 


Reaſon in the World to believe the Miſtake 
was the Biſhop of Carliſies, and not his. I 
ſhall not enter into the Detail of what was 
then ſaid, to clear up the Dean's Innocency 
in this Matter; which wou'd be tedious to 
my ſelf, as well as the Reader: It may be 
ſufficient to hint a few Things for this Pur- 
poſe; and anſwer an Objection or two againſt 


the Dean, in Favour of the Biſhop. 


Now ĩt appear'd very clear from the Adver- 
tiſements and Letters publiſly/d at that Time, chat 
the Dean had been no ſuch Confident of the 

Lord 
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Lord Biſhop of Bangor's, nor engaged in any 
ſuch controverſial Matters; that he had con- 
cern'd himſelf no farther, than often to de- 
clare his Opinion, that the Biſhop wrote ho- 
neſtly his own Senſe and Judgment, without 
calling in the Aſſiſtance of any Friend: That 
if the Biſhop of Bangor had wanted any Friend 
to communicate his Papers to, Dr. Kennett 
was not a fit, or likely Perſon, as well be- 
cauſe his Acquaintance with him was but 
ſmall, as that his Thoughts and Studies lay 
too much another Way: That to have pre- 
tended himſelf an Aſſiſtant to the Biſhop of 
Bangor, when he really was not, was beneath 


the Character, not only of an honeſt Man, but 


a Man of common Senſe: That to have boaſted 
of this Pretenſion to the Lord Biſhop of 
Carliſie (in his Lordſhip's Prejudice againſt 
the Biſhop of Bangor) had been the utmoſt 
Indiſcretion: That the Dean had never in- 
timated the leaſt Hint of that Kind to any 
Mortal beſides: That Dr. Hutchinſon, to 
whom the Biſhop firſt told the Story of a 
Corrector of the Biſhop of Bengor's Papers, 
did not underſtand it of Dr. Kennett; nay, 
he did underſtand, or conjecture, the Biſhop's 
Meaning to be of another Perſon; and he

near Peterborough : That the Biſhop, of Car-

it, without intimating one Word, that he ſhou d 
have Occaſion to mention his Name in it: 
That his Lordſhip was got into the Depth 
of the Difliculty, and cou'd not extricate 
himſelf without naming his Man, before 
ever he appeal'd to Dr. Kennett 5 and defir'd 
to be help'd our by him: That, upon this fiſt 
Appeal, his Lordſhip himſelf was' ſo dubious 
and uncertain of his own Memory, that 'twas 
plain he rather wanted Evidence, than knew 
perfectly where to find it: That when the 
Biſhop of Carliſie had ſent the Dean his Opi- 
nion, chat he muſt needs be the Perſon who 
inform'd him of that Matter, he receiv'd it 
wich the utmoſt Surprize, and cou'd not well 
underſtand the Letter at the firſt reading; 
and when he perceiv'd his Lordſhip's Mean- 
ing, that he did really apprehend him to be 
his Informant, he did immediately, to the 
only Friend he had with him, pity his Lord- 
ſhip's Miſtake; and declare, that he never 
aid, or ſo much as thought of any ſuch 
* Thing; ; 
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Thing; that he did not only proteſt againſt 
his being the Author of this Stoty, by ſeveral 
Letters to the Biſhop of Carliſie himſelf, but 
to ſome other Prelates, with whom he had 
enter d into more Converſation, upon the 
Subject af the Biſhop of Bangor's Sermon; 
and ho cou'd not but know the Secret, if 
there had been any ſuch: That the Biſhop of 
Carliſte did maniteſtly fall into many Errors, 
Miſtakes, Inconſiſtencies, and even Self- 
Contradictions, in his Account of this Mat- 
ter l. Whereas, in the Dean's Allegations, 
every Thing appear'd conſonant, ſteady, uni- 
form, and of a Piece: That the Biſhop cou'd 
never fix upon any Time for Dr. Kennett's 
telling him fuch a Story, nor upon any Place, 
till, at laſt, he made it to be the Doctor's 
Study, when they two had not been together 
in that Study, without other Company, for 
ſome Months before; and there muſt have 
been a Witnefs, one of the Doctor's Family

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at leaſt, to any ſuch Converſation: That the 
Biſhop betray' d ſo much Diſidence and Con- 
Fufton, at firſt opening that Story in the 
Prints, that it ſeem'd to argue a Neceſſity of 
ſaying ſomething extraordinary, and out of 


Courſe: That he us'd a Word, or Phraſe, 
that of putting in Faſtneſſes, as from the 
Mouth of Dr. Kennett, when no ſuch Form 
of Speaking cou'd poſſibly come out of his 
Mouth; for he had never uſed Faſtneſſes in 
any other Senſe, but that of a Sort of inacceſſible 


Places, as may be about Carliſle, and thoſe 


Parts: That among a hundred Witneſſes of 
Dr. Kennett's Converſation and Correſpon- 
dence, no one cou'd ever ſay, he had ever 
any Grounds to believe, that he had ever, in 
Diſcourſe or Writing, intimated any ſuch 
Thing : That his Lordſhip offer'd, indeed, 
to produce one Witneſs from Child's Coffee- 
Hoyſe, that pretended, he heard another 
Perſon tell ſuch a Story of Dr. Kennett : But 
that other Perſon, a creditable Man, deny'd, 
in the publick Prints, that he ſaid, or meant 
any ſuch Thing: And the Accuſer was a 
Party-Man, broken in Credit and Fortune : 


And yet his Lordſhip, when he himſelf might 


have known, chat this Story was publickly 
con- 
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contradicted, in the fulleſt Manner, ſent the 
Dean Word, that the pretended Author of it, 
did un and avouch it: That the Biſhop of 
Carlifle, after he had made up his Relation 
of this Matter, in his printed Letter to the 
Biſhop of Bangor, wou'd never condeſcend 
to anſwer any Queſtions, or Expoſtulations 
about it; but thought it ſufficient, that he 
had ſaid it; and it needed no farther Proof: 
In a Word, it appear d, not only from his moſt 
ſolemn Denial of it, but alſo from theſe, and

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This however, I was willing to remark, to 


ſmew that both the contrary Proteſtations, may 
ſtand with Truth; that his Lord/hip's oppoſite 
Appeal, does not in the leaſt invalidare the 
Deart's; and that in Charity we may, and 
ought to attribute his Lordſhip's Conduct in 
this, and ſome other Points, to miſtake in 
Memory, (which his Lordſhip ſhew'd all along 
he was very apt to fall into) without any 
fuch impeachment of his Integrity, as ſup- 
poſing him either a defign'd Inventer, or 
conſcious of the Falſhood of ſuch a Story. 
There was one or two Things commonly 
objected againſt Dr. Kennett, in Favour of 
the Lord Biſhop of Carliſle: One was, that 
the Doctor, in his Anſwer to the Biſhop's 
Charge, had frankly declar'd his Belief, that 
his Lordſhip had acted with Integrity in that 
Matter. This is fully anſwer d above: The 
Biſhop declar d, that what he ſaid relating to 
Dr. Kennett was true, to the beſt of bis Re- 
membrance, Ip. 17. of his Letter to the Bijhop 
of Bangor] which I truly hope and believe, 
as to other Matters too, wherein his Lord- 
ſhip cou'd not deny, bur he was excecdingly 
miſtaken. The Dean's reſolving his, into 


fincere Miſtakes in Memory, was, indeed, (how 


much 
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much ſoever ſlighted by his Lordſhip) the 
kindeſt Thing that cou'd be ſaid; an Expe- 
dient ſo friendly, that it ought to have been 


thankfully accepted, and not made an -O- 
Jettion againſt, him. The Biſhop had once a 


Zood Opinion of the Dean: He had been 
intimately acquainted with him for fifteen 
Years. together; and when he propos'd to 
cite him for a Witneſs in this very Cauſe, 
he proclaim'd to the World, that he was a 
Perſon of unqueſtionable Veracity; and, I dare 
fay, his Lordſbip then believ'd himſelf, . 
There was another Objection _ againſt Dr. 


Kennett, that, He wrote the Biſhop Word, te 


believ'd be could tell bæm his Lordſhip wa, 
drawn into that Miſtake; and yet did not 
tell him. His Lordſhip caught at this Sug- 
geſtion, as one willing to be help'd out of 
the Briars ; but he complain'd,' that he did 
not explain himſelf, without ſtaying a Poſt 
or two for his Explication. The Truth of 
that Matter was ſoon repreſented to his Lord- 


ſip, and cannot be deny'd, The Biſbop knew 


he had been irritated extremely much againſt 
the Biſhop. of Bangor, on the publick and 
private Accounts, and ſpoke of him in Terms 
not to be put in Writing; that, under all 

_ theſe 
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theſe ill Reſentments, he was frequently in- 
veighing 'agairift the! Preſeruative, and Sermun 
befor be King, in the ſevereſt Manner; that, 
upon ſuch Diſcour ſe, the Dean was a frequent 
Moderhtor; and labour d to mitigate his Lord- 
Mup's Anger," peaking with Charity and "we 
ceny om tlie Bifhap of Banger s Side, and 
deglating his utter Diſlike of che ixferiaur 
Clergies falling upon. a Biſp, for a Sermon 
Licene d by a Command of the ſpreme Or- 
dinary "and farther exprefling::himſelt, that 


he did not underſtand the hard Senſe that 


was put upon ſeveral Paſſages in it; that he 
thought, in the inain, it was pretty well 
guarded, and limited, wich faving Words, 
ſuch as abſolutely,” &c. and that he had wait- 
ed on the Biſhop of Bangor juſt about the 
Time his Sermon was  publiſh'd, and hop'd 
his Lordſhip meant very well. Tis very 
probable, that, ſoon after this, the Biſhop, of 
Carlifie heard, that the Biſhop of Bangor. had 
truſted ſome Friend to help guard his Writings, 
which wou'd have been otherwiſe. (what his 
Enemies wiſh d) more offenſive, and liable to 
greater Exceptions. The Biſhop might inno- 
cently report this Story, till he was unhappily 


dra ven in, to undertake to produce his YVouck-

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- er for ir. He began then to ſurmiſe, that 
Dr. Kennett might be the Man, becauſe he 
had talk d in Favour of the Biſhop of Bangor, 
and his Writings, and had own'd the Paying 
à Viſit to him. Some of the Dean's Enemies 
were glad to confirm his Lordſbip in that 
Surmiſe, and might poſſibly offer him other 
"Reaſons to imagine, that he had gueſs d right, 
and might venture to afficm it. The Dean 
from the Beginning, believ'd the Caſe, was 
ſo, or to that Purpoſe; but to open all the 
Scene of Competition upon which that Matter 
-mov'd, was not thought to be decent; he 
choſe rather to be wanting to himſelf, than 
do any Thing unbecoming his Character, or 
unworthy the Friendſhip he had for Mar n had

But whether this; was the Caſe, or no; or, 
or what other Means ſoever, the Biſhop. came 
to entertain this Conceit; there is no Manner 
of Reaſon to believe, but that the Dean was 
very innocent in the whole Matter: He offer d 
all the Arguments, Probabilities, and fair 
Preſumptions, that cou'd poſſibly be given for 
the Diſproof of any Story: And, chat no 
reaſonable Perſon might have any farther 
Doubt concerning it, he has ſolemnly declar d

ſaid, nor tbuugbt any ſuch Thing. An Evi- 


dence not to be reſiſted, even by. thoſe who. 


have entertain'd the greateſt Prejudices againſt |

had, for a great while, lain perfectly quiet; 
and he, cou'd have no poſſible Motive to 
make ſuch a ſolemn Declaration, but the 
Conſciouſneſs of his own Innocency, and a, 


Deſire to expreſs his Charity towards choſe 
who had ſo highly! injur d him; which he has 
piouſſy done in the fame Clauſe of his Will. 
The Conſciouſneſs of the Dear's own In- 
nocency was, no doubt, a great Support to 
him; while this Affair was ſo eagerly can- 
vaſs d on all Sides; but there is great Reaſon 
to believe, it gave him more Trouble and 


Uneaſineſs than any he ever had been engag'd 


in before. He had long oppos d, and there- 
fore labour d under the Prejudices of that 
party, that ſet themſelves moſt violently 
againſt the Biſhop of Bangor, as, in his Opi- 


nion, Enemies to the Government, and to 


the Peace of this Church and Nation: He 
had ſuffer d Cenſures, and many other Perſe-

(for Whom he had a great Refpect on Ac- 
count of his excellent Writings in Defence 
of our Conftitution in Church and State;

and faithful Subjects. However, it muſt be oppos'd in the 
Name of the Church. Had the Miniſtry been more early fix d-

So far did this Prejudice! es — the 
Dean's Enemies hop'd, and confidently re- 
ported, that it wou'd be an effectual Bar to 
his farther Advancement in the Church: But, 
beſides many others, there was one; * in high 
Favour with the King, who faithfully ſtood 
by him to the laſt, (a Prelate of great Learn- 
ing, Piety and Charity; of true Integrity: 
joyn'd with conſummate Wiſdom,” and a 
maſterly Addreſs in publick Affairs) and the 
Dean was ſo well known to others at the 
Helm, to be both an able, and a ſteady, ho- 
neſt Man, that upon the Deceaſe of Dr. Cum 
berland, Biſhop of Peterborough, he was Mes 
mediately promoted to that Se. 

He was conſecrated Biſhop of Patutyormghia at 
Lambeth Chapel, on Sunday, Novemb. 9, 1718.

Having, in the foregoing Account of Biſhop 
Kennett, kept my ſelf chiefly'to Matters of 
Fact, well atieſted in Writing, I wou d now 


conclude it with the following brief Cha- 


racter of him, naturally atiſing from the 


whole. We cannot be ſo well inform'd of 


his Actiont, as we have been of nis Mritings; 
becauſe theſe are publiſh'd to the World, but 


tb were moſt of them in his own private 


Keeping. There are, however, ſome Things 
in which the ſo much excell'd, and which 
ſo well deſerve the Notice of the World, that, 
I hope, this imperfect Attempt to point 
them out; will be excus d, till ſome other Perſon 
ſhall undertake it, who is equal to ſuch a Work. 
The Oxford cee and Hiftorian, Mr. 
A Anthony 
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Anthony . Weed, repreſents him, even at his 
firſt. Appearance in the World, as an excel- 
lent Philolegiſi, a good Preacher, whether in 
Engliſh. or Latin, and well vers d in the 
Hiſtories and Antiguities of our Nation, and, 
much deſerving of the Church of England. 
(Athene Oxon. vol. 2. p. 1131.7 

And indeed, his vaſt Stock of Learning 
began to diſplay it ſelf very early: He was, 
betimes taken Notice of, and admir'd, as an 
extraordinary Perſon for his een 
both human and divine. 

He was a Man of incredible Diligence and 
Application, not only in his Youth, but to 
the vety laſt. The whole Diſpoſal of him- 
ſelf was to perpetual Induſtry and Service. 
His chiefeſt Recreation was Variety of Em- 
ployment ; for, beſides thoſe Portions of Time 
which the Neceflities of Nature, and of 
civil Life, extorted from him, there was not 
a Minute of the Day which he left vacant. 

He had a noble Library, collected at a 
great Expence of Time, Pains, and Money; 
and that, not for Oſtentation, or meerly for 
the Pleaſure of poſſeſſing ſuch a Treaſure; 
for his Delight was, to be among his Books, 
and to be rendering them ſome Way or other 
uſeful to the World. Tho' 
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Tho' he was well acquainted with all ober 
Parts of Learning, and took a particular 


Pleaſure in Hiſtory, yet he was not diverted 


by theſe, from acquiring à vaſt Degree of 


that kind of Knowledge, which his Profeſſi- 


on more eſpecially requir'd of him. He did 
not indeed much admire Matters of doubtful 
Diſputation, or apply himſelf to the Study of 


meer Notion and Theory; but he was an ex- 
cellent and judicious Divine; converſant in all 


the moſt weighty and ſubſtantial Parts of 


Divinity; and wou'd ſpeak very readily and 
admirably upon any Head of that Kind, when 


Occaſion'requir'd. His great Buſineſs was to 
eſtabliſh and ſecure the eſſential and moſt 


neceſſary Points of Religion; for the reſt, he 
left them to the Diſputers of this World; and 
did not envy 'em the Pleafure t they” ſeem'd 
to take that Way. Hort 
His Sermons were very excellent; ſo fram'd, 
as, at once, to improve the Mind, and affect 
che Heart. He had a ſolid judgment, as 


well as a lively Fancy; and Quickneſs of 


Thought, as well as Facility of Expreſſion; 
there is ſomething in the Style and Manner, 
peculiar” to himſelf, and very entertaining to 
a — Perſon. If his Diſcourſes were not 


always 
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always ſet off with the Ornaments of Lan- f 
guage, it was not becauſe he cou'd not give 
them that Advantage, (for he was a great 
Maſter 1 in human and divine Rhetorick) but 
his Judg ment choſe it, as fitteſt for the Sub- 
Jet 411 Oecaſion. In many of his Compoſi- 
tions that are publiſh'd, there may be diſ- 
cern'd the moſt beautiful Turns of Expreſſion,

His Sermons were delivered with a be- 
coming Fervor, and enliven'd with proper 
Geſtures, and the juſt Decorum of Behavi- 
our; whereby he exceedingly engag'd the 


Attention, and affected the Hearts of his 


Hearers. Indeed, all his publick Miniftra- 
tions, were perform'd with remarkable Seri- 
ouſneſs, Reverence, and Solemnity. 


He was a truly paſtoral Man *, had a great 
Senſe of the Worth of Souls, 5 was very

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* tle of Remarks, I think my ſelf obliged 
te to trouble the World, in this Manner once 
« more. The fir Accuſation of me was, 
« that I had ſolemnly affirmed à Falſhood, in 
« ſaying that my Sermon was preach'd with- 
« out the Knowledge of any Man living. 
Dr. Snape publiſh'd to the World, chat it 
e had been read, or ſeen, and, upon Advice, 
tt corrected, before it was preach'd ; and that 
* a Biſhop would charge himſelf with the 
*« Proof of this Accuſation. Upon this 1 
« put my whole Reputation: And required the 

Doctor to name the Biſhop. He named 
te the Biſhop of Carliſie. The Biſhop doth 
* not once deny that the Doctor read the 
% Paſſage to him, laying an Empbaſis upon 
te thoſe Words in it, before it was preach d; 
«© nay, he acknowledges this, p. 13, and p. 
* 40. And yet, in p. 13, he faith, that he 
te never thought, and therefore, is verily per- 
« ſuaded, never ſaid, that the Advice about 
«© my Sermon, was given and taken, before 
« the Preaching of it. In Juſtification of 
his allowing the Doctor to publiſh that 
Scandal, he alledges, that he did not mind 
te thoſe Words particularly, upon which the 
« whole Scandal relied. But he faith, Had

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Dr. Snape been open with him, in communica- 
« ting the Uſe he dgſigned to make of that Cir-

I do fay, that there is not a Word of this true, 
any farther than that the Biſhop took No- 
tice, that he expected the B. of C. that Even- 
ing in his Road to the North; and I think 
his Lordſhip did not fay ſo much till after 
Dinner. He ſays, this unwelcome News ſtart- 
led the Doctor to ſuch a Degree, that it made 
him WHITE again, &c. I fay, that he is 
a dull Dog, and has no more Wit or Senſe 
than he has Truth or Manners in him. He 
ſays, the B. perceiving he had carried the Feſt 
too far, and not willing to ſpoil his Friend's 


Dinner, defired him to be eaſy, for that he did 


not expect my L. of C. "till Six or Seven 


o Clock in the Evening. I do ſay, that there 


was no ſuch Jeſting at all; it is his own 
Banter, without any Thing of good Air or 
Spirit in it, 'tis Lying for its own fake. He 
continues on, and ſays, Thereupon K. when he 
ſaw, or at leaſt believ'd the Danger paſt, re- 
folv'd to make the beſt of a bad Market, and 
anſwered, that for his Part, he was only ſorry 
that he could not flay till the Biſhop came, for 

that, 
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to ſee him, and the more, becauſe the B. of C. 
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that, far from fearing bim, he ſbould be very 
glad of ſuch an Opportunity to clear up Matters, 
and ſee what my L. of C. could ſay for himſelf. 
I fay, this is all of the ſame Stuff, impudent 
Falſhood' all; and fo is every Word of what 


follows; Bur by this Time Dinner was brought, 


and after having eaten plentifully, and drank 
the King's Health, juſt as they were adjourning 
to the Tea Table, they beard the rattling of a 
Coach in the Yard. The B. of L. roſe up at 
the Noiſe, and looking out of the Window, O 
dear, ſaid he, here is my L. of C. come three 
Hours ſooner” than I expected bim. Pray ex- 
euſe me, Mr. D. I muſt go and receive bim. 
Accordingly be went down. I ſay, the B. of 
C. did not corne to the Palace while we were 
there, and when he came afterwards to an 
Inn, he came on Horſeback, Ergo, not in a 
rattling Coach. He ſays, In the mean while, the 
Doctor creeps out at the Back-door, goes to the 
Stable, bridles his Horſe, and gallops away as 
faſt as if be had ten thouſand Duyvelkindts at 
bis Crupper. Poor Wretch, not fit to gueſs 
when he never gueſſes right! There was no 
. Back-dwor to creep out at, but one Way of 
coming or going by the Bridge and Fore-Gate. 


Nor were our Horſes ſet up in the Biſhop's 
Stable, 
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Stable, but at the Inn; nor did the Doctor 
come or go away on Horſeback, but in my 
Chaiſe, wich a Pair of my Horſes. He ſays, 
When the two BBs. came up, they found the 
D. gone. I am ſure the Dean was gone from 
the Palace ſome Hours before the BBs met 
in it. For, to tell the whole Truth, that 
this Tory Puppy has made the Foundation 
of. ſo many Lies; when ſtaying ſome Time 
after Dinner, we had taken our Leaves of 
the B. of L. we went to the Inn where we 
had ſet up,” and having good Company, & 
Knight of the Shire, and another Juſtice of 
the Peace, we agreed to reſt awhile, and 
take a Glaſs of Wine: As the D. was upon 
the Stairs, he ſaw. the B. of C. come riding 
in, and alighting from his Horſe within the 

Gate: The Dean did not ſtir till the B. 
went haſtily into another Room, and ſtaid 
there without ſpeaking or ſending one Word 
to the D. In about an Hour's Time we 
went away, and left his Lordſhip, I think, 
in private. What can I ſay more to ſuch 
an impudent Writer, but that if ever I meet 
him, I ſhall deal a better Way with him; 
and if I cannot find him out, I will make 
the Pot-Boy anſwer for him. In the mean 


Time,

| bels. 1 honeſtly ſer'my Name, and dare any 
| Man in the World to contradict me.
